Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 19-23, 26, 28-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Testin, US. Pat. No. 5,376,928. 

3. Claims 19-23 and 28, Testin teaches a method for providing a bus, the bus having 
associated time periods for transferring a number D data bits during each time period, 
comprising [title, abstract]; 

Receiving the data bits and at least one clock bit [abstract, col 1, line 52 thru col 2, line 2]\ 
Mapping the data bits and clock bit onto a number of bus lines, wherein the data bits and clock 
bit are not mapped to the number of bus lines identically in at least some successive time periods 
[abstract, Fig. 1, col 7, lines 2-33]. 

4. Claim 26, Testin teaches D is less than 8 [Fig. 1]. 



5. Claims 29-30, inherently, clocks provides either negative-edge or positive-edge 
transition.
